Az an offset, the Germans still held
practically all the conguered terriinry
svhich had fallen into their hanis
Their lnes still held firmly in Po
jand, In Flanders and in Fran It
was apparent that as yot the Teutonic
comblination showed no sisn of weak-
enlng, and a war of atirition seemed
inevitable, Both iIn eart and
in the west the military operations
ol the early pnrt of the year
practieally without decisive resull,
'he fighting in Poland had resolved
fleell into a completa deadlock. Io
January, tha French-English combine
made three ottempta to hreak the
Teutonic hold on French territory, but
accomplished little. ‘The German un-
sguccessful drive at Warsaw aud the
yout of the Austrians In Galicia left a
plight balance in the January lghting
in favor of the allles.

From a strictly military viewpoint,
Fahruary was a promising month for
the Teutpnlc allies. 1y the middle of
the month, German froops were ad:
vancing all along thoe front from
tha Vietula to the Niemen, and thos
geven months after the breaking ot
of the war, Garmun soll was practi
cally cleared of its Russian invaders
he desdlock on the western [rout
was still unbroken.

Becene Shifts to Dardaneiies.

With the advent of Maerch, there
came & sudden and dramatic change
in the war situation. Tho scene of
military activity was shifted 10 the
Twardanelles. By the third week of
the month, Home, Athens, Sofia apd
Hucharest were centers of great po
Hifeal activity. The surronder of
Yrzemysl, March U2, was the most
stirring victory for the allies since the
battle of the Marne, The German
assertlon that the milltary power of
Russia had dwindled Into insignit-
canee was disproved at once and the
allled cause gained instant strengtl in
all the neutral eapitals. One of the
greatest strongholds in Europe hod
been taken by the Russians.

The disester to the allied fleel at
the Dardenelicg, which occurred dyr
ing the third wesk of March, put an
«nd to the expectation o! forcing the

Destruction of the Lusitania

On May 7 the big fransatianiie liner
Tausitaniin wans aunk by a German sub-
marine off the const of Ireland, with
o logs of nearly 1,200 lives; including
upwards of a hundred Amerieans. On
May 13 the TUnited States protasted
pgainet the German submarine policy
and declared {18 Intention of main-
infulng the rights of Ameriean citl-
zens, On Maw 26 the Amerlean steam-
or Nohrashon was seriouslv damaged
hy a torpedo off the south coast of
Irsland. On Moy 28 the German reply
to the United Stites nate of protest
in rogard to the submarine polley in
the go-ealled “war zone’” was received,
Final statement of the German pogl-
tion was resorved unt!l a common ba-
sls of fact as to the status of the Lusi-
tania should be established. On May
1 Germany made official announce-
mient that the Gulflight had been sunk
by a &crman submarine whose cap-
taln felled to recognize the American
flag.

On June 8 Secretary of State Wil
liam J. Rryvan resigned his ofMee to
avold siguing & second note of pro-
test o Germany aguinst submarine in-
terferenes with merchant ships. On
the following day this note was sent
and assurianees were asked that in fu-
ture American ships and livea should
ba safeguarded. On June 22 tha Brit-
ish government sent an officlal note
to tha American amhbassador explain-
ing efforts made te protect neutral
shipping. On Juna 28 the British
steamer Armeniun was destroyed by
n German submarine off the coast of
southern BEngland and a number of
Americans In the crow loat their lives,

Gn July 8 Germany replied to the
gecond . Washington note  regarding
the submarine war against merchant
shipe., promising safety to  United
States ships in the war zone if speclf-
ieally marked, and suggesting that the
Arerienn flag be placed on four hos-
tile steamiers for the safe transporta-
tion of American passengers.

More Diplomatic Notes,

On July 21 the United States sent 8
third note to Germany, with the state-
ment that the German reply to a for-
mor noie Lad been “very unsatisfac-
tory,” and that a repetition of the
acts complained of would be regarded
a8 “deliberately unfriendly.” On Aug-
st 3 meveral notes from Great Drit
ain concerning interferenco with Amer.
fcan trade In the war zone weras
made public, in  which it was
claimed that Great Britaln wus do-
ing nothing in viclation of interna.
tiona! law In the case of the Willlam
P. Frve, an American ship sunk by
the Prinz Eiltel Friedrich, January 28,
Germany agreed to furnish indemnity, |
snd the United States ncceptod the
offer and proposed that the wmatte: be
referred to The Hague court.

On August 19 tke Pritish liner
Arvable was torpedoed by & (ierman
gubmarite and several Americans
wera drowped. A llvely diplomatic
controversy followed, and the tension
in the United States was at the break-
ing puint. On September 7 the Ger- |
man government notified the United
States that the captain of the subma-
rine had torpedoed the Arabic in self-
defense, bolieving that she was about
to ram him, On Scptember 8 the
United States askod Austris-Hungary
to recall Doctor Dumba, its ambassa-
dor. charged with being active In a!

The Sixty-third congress came to a
close on March 4, its final act of ap~
cial importance being the adoption of
a resalution fo strengthen the powars
of the president in the cnforcement ot
neutrality laws. Hoth branches agraed
to the conference report on the naval
appropriation bill ¢alllng for two new
battleships, six destrovers and eight-
een submarines.

On January 26, the West Virginla
lagislaturse decided to submit a wom-
an suffrage amendment at the 1916
eloction. Two davs later, in Tennes-
son, tha house passed a bill for a ref-
erendum vote on woman suffrage, al-
ready passed by the upper house, Ar-
kansar declared for prohibition. In
lowa, prohibition again beccmes ef-
fective on January 1. 1816. Both Idaho
and 1"tah adopted prchibition billa.

March 6, the North Daokota legisla-
ture passed a bill abolishing capital
punishment. South Dakota had taken
similar action January 30. March 10,
Rear Admirals Fletcher, Howard and
Cowles were made admirals, & new
naval grade established by the last
congress. March 18, Governor Spry of
T'tah vetoed the state-wide prohibition
bill. April 7. the Alaska house passed
f& measura submitting prohibition to
the voters. A weok Iater, it agreed to
the senate bill abolishing caplital pun-
fshment. June 3. the government plea
to have the Unlted Btates Stesl cor-
poration dissolved was denled by the
TUnited States circuit court for New
Jersey and tha defendant was held to
be a lawful enterprise.
